. PURPOSE AND NEED

To provide a connector route between KY 139 to KY91 to relieve truck traffic through downtown
Princeton and improve safety.

IV. DBE REQUIREMENT

The Consultant team shall include a DBE Participation Plan with their Response to
Announcement. An additional page will be allowed with the project approach in the Response to
Announcement to convey this plan. A maximum of 4 points will be considered in the evaluation
factors for the DBE Participation Plan.

V. SCOPE OF WORK

The selected Consultant will be responsible for Preliminary Engineering and Final Roadway
Design, including the preparation of preliminary line and grade plans, drainage design, right-of-
way plans, construction plans, traffic control plans, cost estimates, and advanced situation
folders for structural design.

The Selected Consultant may be asked to provide engineering services to perform Final
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Roadway Design, which may be added to the contract by contract modification, when
Preliminary Design is complete. Final design will include the preparation of any design studies,
drainage design, Final Right of Way Plans, construction plans, traffic control plans and cost
estimates as necessary to provide Final Grade, Drain and Surfacing Plans for the project.
